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AVA CLARENCE HONEYCUTT 


Ava Clarence “Jack” Honeycutt was born March 16, 1925, in the 
Wakefield Community of Wake County. He was one of seven children—four 
sons and three daughters—born to the late Ava L. and Donie Honeycutt. (All 
four of the sons were later to become Masons.) 


In 1932 the family moved to Raleigh and Jack received his education in 
the public schools there. Drafted into the Army during World War II, hespent 
three years of military service in the Continental United States. The night 
before he was to be shipped overseas, some boys in another outfit engaged in 
some brawling and the result was their outfit and not Jack’s shipped out the 
next day. 


Following Army discharge at San Francisco, he returned to Raleigh and 
became involved in the Dry Cleaning business with his brother. In 1975 he 
purchased his brother’s business and today operates three Dry Cleaning 
plants in Raleigh. Jack has served on the board of directors of the North 
Carolina Cleaners and Launderers Association, serving as President of that 
association-in 1975-76. He is secretary-treasurer of Raleigh Cleaners and 
Launderers Association. 


On June 28, 1947 Jack married Margaret Council, daughter of the late 
Mr. and Mrs. M. C. Council. Jack and Margaret have three children. 


Their daughter, Deborah, is the oldest. She married Dennis Whorley and 
they have two children, Drew and Beth. 


Another daughter, Jackie, married Lynn Walton, presently one of the 
Stewards in William T. Bain Lodge No. 231 at Raleigh, Route 3. They also 
have two children, Scott and LeAnne. 


Jack and Margaret have one son, Tim, who works with his father. 


The Honeycutts are active members of Samaria Baptist Church, in 
Raleigh, where Jack has served as a Sunday School Teacher, as 
Superintendent, and as a Deacon. He has been Treasurer of the Church since 
1960. 


On June 17, 1953, Jack becamea Master Mason in Hiram Lodge No. 40, in 
Raleigh. His father-in-law, M. C. Council, coached him during the degrees 
and was a tremendous inspiration to him. Council, Secretary of Green Level 
Lodge No. 277 for many years, was one of the first North Carolina members to 
be presented the Diamond Jubilee Sixty-Year Award. 


Jack served Hiram Lodge as Coaching Chairman and was Master in 1967. 
He also served a full term as D.D.G.M. of the Twenty-Fourth District. 


Active in the Grand Lodge for many years, he was for a time the Housing 
Chairman that assisted so many members from all over the state in procuring 
rooms for the annual communication. He later became General Chairman of | 
the annual communication, having the responsibility to see that all activities 
went smoothly forward. In 1972, Grand Master William W. Mims presented 
him the Joseph Montfort Award in recognition of his lengthy service to the 
Granl Lodge. 


In 1976, Grand Master Leslie H: Garner appointed Jack to a Grand 
Steward's seat, and he has since progressed steadily through the Grand Lodge 
line. In April of 1981, he reached the second highest Grand Lodge office, that 
of Deputy Grand Master, and began then to prepare himself for the duties he. 
would assume a year later, should he be elected Grand Master. But less than 
nine months later, on January 2, 1982, those duties were suddenly and 
unexpectedly thrust upon him when Grand Master Nelson B. Banks was 
fatally stricken while on a trip tothe western area of the state. By our Masonic 
law, as Deputy Grand Master, Jack was required to assume the Grand 
Master's duties a full three months before he might logically expect to do so. 


He has served the Grand Lodge and its 73,000 Masons extremely well 
during those three months, thus providinga sure indication of wh *' the lodges 
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and Masons of North Carolina may expect during this Grand Lodge year— 
strong leadership within an environment of Brotherly Love and Fellowship. 


Our newly-installed Grand Master has been active in other Masonic 
fields. 


He is a member of the Raleigh York Rite Bodies. In the Raleigh Scottish 
Rite Bodies, he was invested Knight Commander of the Court of Honour in 
1979 and was elected to the Thirty-Third Degree in 1981. He also holds 
membership in Saint John of Patmos, Red Cross of Constantine; North 
Carolina York Rite College No. 69; Bannockburn Council No. 125, Allied 
Masonic Degrees; Harp Cross and Eagle Council No. 3, Knight Masons of the 
U.S.A.: and North Carolina College, Societas Rosicrucianna in Civitatibus 
Foederatis. As a long time member of Sudan Shrine Temple he has served it 
as Ambassador, as Housing Chairman, and as a member of the Bowl Game 
Committee. He is an associate member of Amran Shrine Temple. He has 
served as President of Wake County Shrine Club and was one of those 
instrumental in starting the “Wake County Fish Fry” to raise funds for 
crippled and burned children. 


Jack has been elected to honorary memberships in the following lodges: 
Mingo 206, Garner 701, Apex 584, Green Level 277 and Masters 754. 

And he still finds time to play a little golf and to occasionally slip off to the 
coast for a little fishing.

BIOGRAPHY 


On Thursday, August 6, 1981, Past Grand Master William Henry White 
was called by our Supreme Grand Master to abide in the celestial lodge above. 

Born March 20, 1894, at Archdale, in Randolph County, North Carolina, 
he attended public schools in High Point and Asheboro, graduating from high 
school in 1913. A year later he entered Park College, in Parksville, Missouri, 
and worked his way through three years of college, but left college on the first 
day of his senior year to serve his country during World War I. He was in the 
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army twenty-two months, receiving his honorable discharge in June of 1919. 
He settled. in Sanford, beginning work as a representative of Jefferson 
Standard Life Insurance Company. 

On June 24, 1931, he married Velma Eloise Bass, and to this union were 
born two children, Margaret Ann and William Henry, Jr. Mrs. White died in 
1954. 

“Bill” White, as he was popularly known, enjoyed great success in the 
insurance field, winning many sales awards and honors. Sosignificant was his 
work that in 1932 the National Association of Life Underwriters, meeting in 
San Francisco, asked him to address the convention on the subject: 
"Conservation and Renewal of Business" He served his employer with 
distinction for more than forty years. 


Bill served on the Board of Stewards of Steele Creek Methodist Church 
for more than twenty-eight years, being chairman of the board nine of those 
years. He also served as a trustee of the church. 


He was a long-time member and past commander of the American 
Legion, and also held membership, often serving as an officer, in several 
associated bodies. He was a charter member and past president of the Sanford 
Rotary Club, and also served the club as treasurer and as secretary at various 
periods. Bill was a member of the Sanford Chamber of Commerce, past 
president of the Sanford Business Men's Association, and was county 
chairman of the Lee County War Finance Committee during World War II, 
receiving the Distinguished Service Award from the United States Treasury 
Department for this work. In 1936, he was Lee County “Man of the Year." 


Bill became a Master Mason December 21, 1921, in Sanford Lodge No. 
469. He served his lodge as Master in 1923, in 1929, in 1935, and in 1936. 
Meanwhile, through consolidation, his lodge became Sanford Lodge No. 151, 
and he served this lodge as Treasurer for many years. He waschairman ofthe 
Temple board when the temple was constructed, serving as member of the 
board for many years. 


Bill White was appointed Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge in 1944 by 
Grand Master Julius C. Hobbs, and he progressed through the Grand Lodge 
line until his election to Grand Master on April 16, 1952. He also served the 
Grand Lodge on several of its boards and committees. 


A member of the Wilmington Scottish Rite Bodies since 1923, he was 
elected Knight Commander of the Court of Honour in 1939 and was crowned 
an Inspector General Honorary of the 33? in 1951. He had been a member of 
Oasis Shrine Temple since 1924. 


In 1960, Bill took his second wife, Bernice Dominick, a Past Grand 
Matron of the Eastern Star. She passed away in 1969.

BIOGRAPHY 


Most Worshipful Brother Nelson Bryan Banks, Grand Master of Masons 
in North Carolina, was born April 17, 1917 in New Bern, North Carolina; he 
departed this life January 2, 1982 in Hickory, North Carolina, aftersuffering 
a series of severe heart attacks commencing on December 30, 1981. 


Most Worshipful Brother Banks attended the public schools in New Bern 
and later completed courses at Penn State University in Pennsylvania and at 
N. C. State University in Raleigh. During World War II heserved with the U. 
S. Army in the Philippines and later served with the occupation forces in 
Japan. 


While employed in Washington, North Carolina, Nelson was active in the 
Boy Scouts, serving as scoutmaster, as district commissioner and district 
chairman. So distinguished was his service that the Eastern Carolina Council 
presented him the coveted Silver Beaver Award. 


It was while in Washington that Most Worshipful Brother Banks began 
his Masonic career, being raised a Master Mason in Orr Lodge No. 104 on May 
2. 1950. He served his lodge as its Master in 1956 and then served three years 
as District Deputy Grand Master of the Third District. He joined the York 
Rite in Washington, eventually presiding over all three bodies. In 1976 Nelson 
served as Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templar 
of North Carolina. He has received the Knights Templar Cross of Honor. He 
was a Past Sovereign of Allied Masonic Degrees and of the Red Cross of 
Constantine, and a member of the Societas Rosicruciana. 


A member of the Shrinesince 1951, he was selected to become Recorder of 
Sudan Shrine Temple, in New Bern, in 1960, upon which he returned'to New 
Bern and has lived there since. He was still the Recorder of Sudan at his death, 
and the membership of Sudan had almost doubled during his 21 years of 
service. 


Not long after returning to New Bern he joined with a group of other 
dedicated Masons in the formation of Berne Lodge No. 724. He was Master of 
. Berne Lodge during its first three years of existence, 1961-62-63. The lodge 

voted him life membership in 1967. 


Nelson was an active member of the New Bern Scottish Rite Bodies and 
was honored by the Rite for his distinguished service. In 1967 he was invested 
with the rank and decoration of Knight Commander of the Court of Honour, 
and in 1971 he was elected to become a Sovereign Grand Inspector Honorary. 
or 33°. At the time of his death he was serving the New Bern Bodies as 
Director of the Work and as Chairman of the Inspector General’s Conference. 
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He was Past President of New Bern Court No. 145, Royal Order of Jesters, 
and was serving as Impresario at his death. 


During his years as Recorder of Sudan Temple, he came to be highly 
regarded by Shriners everywhere in North Carolina, and in other states, and 
on the national and international levels. He has held numerous memberships 
and chairmanships in committees of the Imperial Shrine of North America; 
he was President of the Shrine Recorders’ Association of North America in 
1972 and was its Secretary-Treasurer at his death. 


Active in all phases of the civic and business commuhity in which he 
resided, he served as Mayor Pro Tem of the Town of Washington Park, a 
member of the New Bern Planning Board, a Director of the New Bern 
Housing Authority, and he was an active member of the New Bern Rotary 
Club, where he was a Director-elect for 1981-1982. He had served as President 
of the New Bern Savings & Loan Association, the oldest banking institution in 
Craven County, its existence dating back to 1887, and on January 12, 1977, 
was elected Chairman of the Board of Directors, which position he held at the 
time of his death. 

Even though his involvement in Masonic and civic endeavors has been 
both rewarding and time consuming, his commitment to God and his church 
held high priority in his life as evidenced in his activities as a Methodist 
layman. While living in Washington, he served as a Lay Leader and was 
Chairman of the Church Official Board. He was a member of Centenary 
United Methodist Church in New Bern where he served on the Official Board 
and as a Sunday School teacher. 

Most Worshipful Brother Banks began his travels through the Grand 
Lodge line in 1975, when he was appointed Grand Steward by Grand Master 
S. Frank Noble, Jr. Last April he was elected Grand Master, and he had 
served only three-quarters of his term when cut down by the Grim Tyrant, 
Death. But he made his mark during those eight months, and Masons all 
across North Carolina will long recall his devotion and willingness to serve 
them, be their lodges large or small. It was, in fact, to honor one of our lodges 
that he had agreed to travel westward on a holiday weekend to install the 1982 
officers of Conover Lodge No. 709, 3nd it was at that lodge he was first 
stricken. 

Grand Master Nelson Bryan Banks is survived by his widow, Mrs. Lucille 
Banks, of New Bern; a son, Nelson B. Banks, Jr., of Statesville; a brother, 
William T. Banks, of Raleigh, and a grandson. 

Nelson Banks believed that you must serve your fellowman, and this he 
did. We shall all miss Nelson, and we thank the Almighty that it was our 
privilege to have known him.

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ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR

The Acting Grand Master presented W.-.Brother Jesse 
Helms, Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, 
who delivered the following oration: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
WE BECOME A PART OF WHAT WE CONDONE 


I would say to my dear friend and brother, the distinguished Grand 
Master, and to all of the brethren gathered here this morning, that no greater 
privilege can be imagined than to be invited to come here to be a part of these 
proceedings. 


Perhaps all of us, on occasion, tend to take for granted the greatness of 
Masonry. But the longer I live, the more persuaded I become that wearea part 
of something that was divinely inspired—not merely an organization of 
brethren committed to the uplifting of principles that deserve to survive, not 
merely a fraternity that binds us together in times of joy and times of 
adversity, but a spirit—a spirit eternal in its quest for freedom and 
compassion and justice. 


So I come today not merely with humble gratitude for the joy of being one 
of you, but with a prayer of thanksgiving for what you are, for what you do, for 
what you represent, and for the impact, as committed brethren, you are 
having on our state, our nation, and the world. 


I come with no pretense that I am an orator, let alone a Grand Orator, for I 
know better than that. I come as your brother, and as your friend. 


I am in my tenth year as a member of the United States Senate. During 
that time, I have met thousands of people in hundreds of cities and towns in 
almost all of the 50 states. And while I abide by a self-imposed principle of 
refusing to participate in tax-paid junkets to other lands, I have visited many 
other lands in private journeys. And everywhere I have gone, whether to big 
cities or to tiny villages, I have discovered that Masonry, its spirit and its 
ideals, are flourishing. 


Being a member of the craft is a happy relationship with our brothers, 
wherever they may be. How many times have hands been extended to me in 
the most unlikely and unexpected places—and under the most unusual 
circumstances. 


One of the things I like most about Masonry is the unfailing cheerfulness 
of our brethren. That, I think, is a result of a serenity of spirit, an abiding 
faith—of sincerity and genuiness. 


Our brother Masons know how to smile, and laugh, and look for decency 
and honor. 


I think so often of our departed brother, Nelson Banks. I never saw 
Brother Nelson when he lacked a zest for life and a love for people. He was 
loved by so many because he himself had a capacity for loving his fellowman. 


He asked me last year to accept appointment as Grand Orator, knowing 
that I do not pretend to be an orator. When I hesitated, he said: “You've done it 
before, and I want you to do it again. Just speak to the brethren from your 
heart." 

And that is what I shall do, mindful of the axioms for public speakers that 
the mind can absorb no more than the seat can endure. Someone has 
commented, accurately I sometimes think, that if all of the self-styled orators 
were laid end to end—that would be fine. 

In 1868, Abraham Lincoln should have taught all public speakers a 
lesson—but he didn't succeed. Mr. Lincoln went up to Gettysburg to make a 
two-minute speech that will forever ring in the earsand reside in the hearts of 
all who believe in freedom. He talked about the birth of freedom—and a 
government of the people, by the people and for the people. 
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Lincoln will be remembered into eternity for his Gettysburg Address. 
Every schoolboy can quote from it. Not many are aware that the speaker who 
preceded him spoke for two hours. That speaker was well known and 
prominent; he had been president of Harvard, he had been Secretary of State, 
he had been a United States Senator. 


But who today remembers the name of Edward Everett? 


If I could leave one message with you today, it would be a short and simple 
one. It is this: 


We become a part of what we condone. 


As I survey the problems of our nation— indeed, those of the world— 1 
become more convinced that this is true. 


We become a part of what we condone. 


Can we contend that the economic problems that have beset us—inflation, 
high interest rates, lack of productivity—can we contend that all of this is not 
the result of too many Americans condoning political and governmental 
irresponsibility over a period of three or four decades? 


Did we not know that government was spending billions of dollars more 
each year than it was taking in, year after year? 


Did we not see politicians win office, in election after election, by 
promising things that they—and we—knew they could not deliver? 


Did we not see a trend toward destroying one basic fundamental after 
another—the banning of prayer and Bible reading in our schools, the 
permissive attitude toward pornography and indecency, the promotion of 
secular humanism as a substitute for faith in God, the encouragement of 
idleness by creating welfare programs that went far beyond caring for the 
truly needy? 


Did we not see cowardice and compromise in our foreign policy—an effort 
to appease communist adversaries while kicking our friends in the teeth all 
around the world? Red China, a regime that slaughtered 60 million of its own 
innocent people, is now given a priority friendship. Taiwan, a Christian ally 
and stoutly anti-communist, has been used as a pawn in a humiliating 
international political chess game. 


Let us be certain of one thing, as we condone this sort of thing: The hope of 
freedom’s survival in the world will be the ultimate loser. 


Historians may record—unless we hasten to reverse the trend—that 
Vietnam was the point of no return for the hope of freedom in the world. The 
line was drawn, geographically and otherwise, between communism and 
freedom. And what did we do? 

We sent American fighting men to the other side of the world to fight a 
war our leaders did not allow them to win. 


That was the bloody key that unlocked the door toslaughter in Cambodia, 
tyranny in Vietnam, and growing communist oppression throughout Asia. 

We allowed our defense capability to deteriorate. We gave away the 
Panama Canal in our own hemisphere. We allowed a bearded tyrant 90 miles 
off our shores to promote terrorism throughout Central America. 

Again, my brethren, we become a part of what we condone. 

All of that is deadly, but not more deadly than what we have allowed to 
happen to the hearts and minds of our own people. 

I am no prude, but I have sensibilities that raise the warning flag in terms 
of our survival as a nation. 

I ask: What are we condoning—by our silence, by our failure to protest 
actively—the deterioration of the human spirit that we see all around us? 

Our major news media sneer and ridicule when voices ask, “What about 
the morality of America?”

I know something personally about what happens to anyone in public life 
who raises that question. The abuse comes rapidly, and it comes constantly. I 
am not unaware of the political risk or the political consequences that may lie 
down the road. But if the price for remaining in public office is to condone 
irresponsibility, immorality and indecency—then the price is too high. 

But that is not a matter for me or anyone else in public office to decide. 
That is for the people of North Carolina—in my case—to decide. I will accept 
their judgment, whatever it may be. 

But I will tell you, my brethren: This nation was not created by accident. 
It was created with God’s guidance and in His name, by men who were not 
ashamed to get down on their knees and pray for direction. 


And I will never accept the notion that a God who lets no sparrow fall 
without His notice was an idle spectator when America was born in His name 
and with His grace. 

We were handed a heritage unique in all history. The question now is, 
what will we do with that heritage? 

Will we continue to make a god of government—and forget that we 
inherited a government of God? 


Do we want freedom of religion—or do we want freedom from religion? 
There’s a difference! 


We can’t duck such vital questions. 
But there is hope; there will always be hope. 


I recall the story about a man who died, and as he stood before God, he 
began to review all of the events of his life. He retraced his footsteps—and as 
he looked down, he saw the places he had walked—the flat plains, the high and 
rocky mountains—the easy paths and the difficult trails. 


He turned to the Lord, and said: “I don’t understand what I’m seeing. Why 
is it that down the hills and over the smooth and easy places, I see your 
footprints where you walked at my side. But there’s only one set of footprints 
over the rough and difficult places. Why did you abandon me when the going 
was rough?” 

The Lord smiled, and replied: “It is true that while your life was easy, I 
was there at your side. But when the walking became difficult, I knew that you 
needed me then—most. That’s why I carried you.” 


It is a precept of Masonry, as I know it, that the Lord will carry us if we 
will turn back to Him, and stand up for Him. The pathway may be difficult— 
but with faith in God and with the principles of Masonry to help guide us, we 
can help preserve all that is dear to us.

It has been my pleasure to serve as President of the Board for the second 
consecutive year. I want to thank all the Board members and the entire staff at 
the Home for their support, loyalty, and dedication. It takes the cooperation of 
all for our Home to be successful.

ADMINISTRATOR'S REPORT OF THE 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INCORPORATED 
(Docket No. 10) 


The following report of Brother Tommy L. Jones. 
Administrator of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., 
was presented and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Home is now entering into the 69th year of continuous operation. 
From its establishment in 1918, until the present, 956 residents have lived and 
are living on these hallowed grounds because of that something in your heart : 
which has said, “Now that you are in your last days I will not forget you." 


It has been said the attitude we have for our elderly is the index to 
civilization and the days of astate or nation are numbered when the attitude is 
negative. I am proud the Masonic Fraternity of North Carolina wasone ofthe 
first to answer to the cries e! the needs of our elderly. I consider ita privilege to 
have a part in contributing to the welfare and happiness of our honored 
residents. about whose foreheads the locks of grey are now entwined, and 
whose shoulders are bent with the burden of ever increasing years. 


Truly. our Masonic and Eastern Star Home is an answer tothe prayers of 
those who have reached the limit of their endurance. It is the resting place 
where they may enjoy the "last hours of a pleasant day before starting on their 
final journey home." 

During 1981, the Home has seen some of the best of times and some of the 
worst of times. In another report the Board of Directors will spell out in detail 
the financial status of the Home. Suffice it to say here that for each dollar of 
operating income in 1981, the Blue Lodges contributed 20 cents, whereas in 
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1980, they contributed 25 cents. Total 1981 receipts from all Masonic sources, 
including Blue Lodges, the Grand Lodge and the Grand Chapter, was 49 cents 
of each dollar, whereas in 1980, it was 54 cents. 


On the brighter side, the Board has approved seven applications for our 
independent living apartments. These brothers and sisters are now in the 
process of moving in. I believe by the next annual report, all of the 16 
apartments will be occupied. 


During the year 1981, we admitted 20 residents, 18 residents passed 
away, and one resident withdrew. Our yearly per capita cost was $10,282 and 
our average daily per capita cost was $28.00. 


As I write this sixty-seventh annual report, we have 19 potential residents 
on our waiting list. The Board of Directors approved azone map which divides 
the state into five geographical areas. This will give brothers and sisters on the 
waiting list equal opportunities for admission to the Home. The idea is to make 
our Home truly representative of the entire state. 


Our Home is fully licensed and in good standing with the North Carolina 
Department of Human Resources. During the past year a survey team from 
the department and a representative of the Guilford County Health 
Department visited our Home. These inspections are made unannounced. We 
received high marks from both. Because of our 68 years of existence, we 
should be the leaders in the state for the care of the elderly. 


Perhaps the greatest improvement during the past year was the 
upgrading of our laundry. We now have in operation three huge dryers and 
four washers. We are indebted greatly to Oxford Orphanage for donating to 
the Home two dryers and three washers. With the phasing out of their 
laundry, we were the recipients of their love and concern. On behalf of all the 
residents, the Board of Directors and the staff, I want to sincerely thank the 
Orphanage for their generosity and their cooperation. 


At this time, we have 73 patients in the Care Center. Over forty (40) 
percent of our total budget is earmarked for this care. Sometime in the future, 
our Care Center will consume over fifty percent of our annual budget. One of 
our most pressing needs is repair of the floors and walls of the Care Center. 
Since the construction of the Care Center in 1969, we have had to do little in the 
way of repairs and upkeep. It has served us well, but its age now demandsour 
attention. Another pressing need is a new roof for our dining room. This roof 
has served us well for sixteen years, but now with deterioration we have leaks 
with each rain. 


Brothers, our most important purpose is to continue to maintain quality 
care for all of our residents. Our only reason for existence is to perform the 
service of taking care of our older brothers and sisters whose later years have 
been interrupted by the vicissitudes of life. Forover 69 years, since 1918, each 
Mason has been asked to share some of his resqurces with those who can no 
longer toil for daily wages. Again, a major effort is being made, through the 
North Carolina Masonic Foundation, to draw our attention to the needs of the 
future. Each of us must continue our dedication to the vows and obligations of 
Fre masonry. i 

I want to thank the Board of Diréctors for their concern and dedication, 
the staff at the Home for their spiritof cooperation and hard work, and to each 
Brother who has contributed a portion of his finances and a portion of his love 
and prayers. In spite of all hardships and all obstacles, we must tontinue and 
by the Grace of God, we will.

This is our current operating need in addition to your 
support of the North Carolina Masonic Foundation. 


Those welcomed visitors to the campus note the happy smiles of the 
children enjoying the upgrading atmosphere. The result of the new staff 
efforts are heartwarming and comforting to witness. Spending a few hours 
with the students of our great home will motivate your pride in caring for 
needy children. 


St. John’s Day is scheduled for Sunday, June 27, with hopes for a large 
turnout. 


The Board of Directors expresses their appreciation to the staff of Oxford 
Orphanage for their continued dedication toward the growth of our children.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 12) 


The following report of Brother Maynard L. Austell, 
Superintendent of Oxford Orphanage, Inc.. was presented 
and entered on the record: 


To the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage and to The Grand Lodge of 
Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina: 


It was a privilege to return to Oxford Orphanage May 25, 1981 after 27 
years. Weare delighted to be back and appreciate the opportunity afforded us. 


It is our goal to further instill inour children pride, dignity, self-respect, 
and respect for their fellowman. Progress has been made in this direction. A 
program of fix-up and paint-up was undertaken successfully in Shipman, 
Gray. and Flowers Cottages during the summer. Regan Cottage was partially 
done. Further work will be conducted this coming summer in a program 
where each boy and girl do their own rooms. 


It is our hope to reach the capacity enrollment of 250 children by next 
fall's school opening. This must be done through the care and searching of the 
Masons of North Carolina. 


À washer and dryer was installed in each cottage, the infirmary, and 
gymnasium with our own students doing the plumbing and electrical work. 
All children of age doing their own laundry has proven most satisfactory. The 
central laundry was closed with most equipment being sent to the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro. Ample room was available under the 
dining room for our clothing issue and sewing departments. Preparations 
were made and these departments were moved from the Industrial Building. 
The shoe issue will be moved to this same location. The Industrial Buildi ng has 
thus been closed with an annual savings in excess of $25,000.00 in salaries, 
electricity and fuel. 


The dining room food service contract with ARA catering was cancelled 
and our own food service manager was employed. Steps have been taken to 
lower food cost. 


The two part time chaplains' program was changed to one full time. Mr. 
Pat Cox, graduate of Southeastern Seminary. was employed. He has since 
recruited nine Sunday School teachers And conducts Sunday morning 
worship service in addition to individual student counseling, teaching a Bible 
class in school, and performs other campus activities. 

The Creasy Proctor gymnasium was made useable for summer activity 
by installing four large exhaust fans to reduce the heat build up. 

We are pleased with the enthusiasm of the children and look forward to 
the new year. We are grateful to the Board of Directors for their total support 
and show of love for the children in the home of the Masons of North Carolina. 
We are likewise grateful and express our sincere appreciation to the Masons 
of North Carolina for their support and loving care.

The following report of the Committee on DeMolay was 
received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

DeMolay in North Carolina has had another active vear Some Chapters 
have done well and others have been disappoi.ung. Also several Chapters 
have ceased to function because there was no adult willing to work with the 
Chapter. How can DeMolay grow this way? 


I wish time would permit me to tell you the real worthwhile 
accomplishments of DeMolay in our State. I would like to tell you about how it 
has raised boys' ideals in life, how it has made better students in school, 
increased their respect for womanhood, to help them to be a better son, and 
started them to be real men. 


I think that none will deny the statement, that the future of our country, of 
our Grand Lodge depends entirely on the boy of today. I think that vou will 
agree with me that one of the most worthwhile accomplishment: of either an 
organization or individual is to help in shaping character. Of all the blessings 
which it has pleased Providence to allow us to cultivate, there is notone which 
carries greater possiblities than that of character. 


The most critical stage in the formation of a boy's character is between the 
ages of 13 and 21. This, then, is the vital time, and the time when the best of 
influences should be brought to bear. It must be remembered that it is not easy 
to straighten in the oak the crook that grows in the sapling. A tree will not only 
lie as it falls, but it will fall as it leans. Nobility of character is formed while the 
mind is still plastic and before it becomes set. The blunders of one seed time 
may be remedied at the next season, but youth once led astray and the course 
persisted in, cannot, without heroic effort, return to the right path.

The fourth virtue is comradeship. Fraternal brotherly love, if you will. 

The fifth is fidelity. The boy is given an appreciation of what it means to 
have his word as good as his bond. 

The sixth is cleanliness. The sort of cleanliness that causes him to abstain 
from profanity and evil thoughts. 

The seventh is patriotism. The sort of patriotism that means to be a good 
citizen every day, not reserving it for some great crisis. 

By ritual and obligation, the boy is taught that the public school is the 
cornerstone of the nation. All that this greatest of countries is destined to be is 
now growing in the country’s public schools. 
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Task, will you help us in the formation of a boy’s character so that he may 
grow up to be a real man. 
DeMolay needs you to help out as an Advisor ina Chapter. Will you help?

THE NORTH CAROLINA MASON 
(Docket No. 15) 


The following report of the Board of Publication of The 
North Carolina Mason was received, entered on the record, 
and referred to the Committee on Finance and the Board of 
General Purposes: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Publications met at the prescribed times during the past 
year to study the recommendations and problems so that a better publication 
could be produced for the Masons of North Carolina. 


Brother Davenport and Brother Allen Colenda met with the Board to 
inform the Board of the problems with the increase in the cost of printing and 
postage. 

During the past year, the postage for the North Carolina Mason has 
doubled. This was supposed to be a gradual increase, but the whole increase 
was applied this past year. Duc to the larger increase in postage, it was the 
recommendation of the Board that the North Carolina Mason be printed four 
times a year instead of the normal six times and double the size from eight to 
sixteen pages. By doing this, it would double the coverage and cut the cost of 
the publication. 

At the meeting of the Board on April 11, 1982, Brother Reynold S. 
Davenport requested he be granted physical disability retirement as of June 
30, 1982. After due consideration, the Board recommends the following: 

1. That Brother Reynold S. Davenport's request for disability retirement 
be approved or granted. 

2. That due to the retirement of Brother Davenport, the Board 


recommends that three more issues of 8 pages each for May, August and 
November, 1982 be published. 
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3. The Board recommends that beginning March, 1983 the North 
Carolina Mason be published four times per year, consisting of 16 pages per 
issue. 

4. The Board of Publication recommends that, with the approval of the 
Board of General Purposes and the Committee on Finance, they be authorized 
to make a monetary gift to Brother Davenport for the many years of faithful 
and loyal service. 

The proposed budget was presented to the Board and passed. This budget 
will be presented to the Finance Committee.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
(Docket No. 18) 


The following report of the Committee on the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home was received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In accordance with Regulation 38-16 of The Code of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, the undersigned members of this Committee visited the 
Home at Greensboro on January 16, 1982. We were most cordially received by 
the Superintendent of the Home, Brother Tommy Jones and his staff, and 
were given a complete tour of the facilities. 


Listed below in order of importance are areas that we feel need to be 
seriously considered in the preparation of future maintenance and capital 
improvement programs, if they are not already under consideration by the 
Board of Directors of the Home. 


1. Care Center. Replacement of the existing flooring in the hallways. 
Some sort of railing down the halls and in the rooms to prevent 
wheelchairs from damaging the walls. After the above is given 
consideration, we feel the facility could use a new paint job. 


2. Storm windows for the covered walkways that adjoin the various 
buildings in order to eliminate the moisture from the areas that obviously 
are causing damage to walls and floors. 


3. Cafeteria. Renovation of heating and air conditioning system by 
adding ductwork to the present system in order to eliminate problems 
with the ceiling tile and the possibility of a poor rating by the Health 
Department. Also, serious consideration should be given to replacing the 
cracked terrazzo tile floor in the cafeteria before it becomes a more 
serious problem. 


4. Old Nurses Residence. Since this building appears to be 
structurely sound, some consideration should be given to renovating it 
and making it a usable building rather than to just let it sit and be used as 
a storage area and deteriorate. Considering the high cost of today's 
construction, it is puzzling to this committee why this building is not 
being used for a better purpose. 


Overall, the general appearance and maintenance of these areas is 
excellent but we feel that a more proper maintenance and cleaning procedure 
should be adhered to, particularly as pertains to the Care Center asis the case 
in practically all hospital facilities. 


We did not have the time nor feel it necessary to review the business 
records and reports of this fine institution as all financial records are audited 
by an independent C.P.A., and that the caliber of the individuals who serve as 
directors are certainly qualified and are constantly monitoring the 
management of the Home. 
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We appreciate the privilege and opportunity of serving on this committee 
and should you, the Grand Lodge or its officers have any questions, please do 
not hesitate to contact us.

1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


Accounting basis. The financial statements of The North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc. 
have been prepared on the accrual basis. The significant accounting policies followed are described 
below to enhance the usefulness of the financial statements to the reader: 


Office equipment. Depreciation of office is provided over estimated useful lives of respective 
assets on a straight-line basis. There was no depreciation expense for 1981.

The North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc. is exempt from income taxes under Section 
501(cX3) of the Internal Revenue Code as provided by determination letter from the Internal Revenue

4. RELATED PARTY TRANSACTIONS: 


The North Carolina Masonic Foundation. Inc. board of directors is appointed by the Grand 
Lodge of A. F. and A. M. of North Carolina. The purpose of the Foundation is to provide support for 
the operations of the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina,

WHEREAS, the membership comprising the subordinate lodges of this 
Grand Jurisdiction are fully aware of their individual and collective duties 
and obligations and are desirous of having a stronger voice in, and a closer 
relationship with, the funding and operation of the Oxford Orphanage and the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, and i 


WHEREAS, there is no provision in the Charter of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation restricting the use of funds contributed to and received 
by the North Carolina Masonic Foundation solely to the support of the Oxford 
Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina except 
in those instances in which the contributions have been specifically marked 
for distribution to the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home of North Carolina by the donor, and 


WHEREAS, there is no provision in the Charter of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation specifying investment procedures to be followed to 
ensure safety of investments and adequate safe returns on such investments, 
and 

WHEREAS, it is felt that the membership of the subordinate lodges will take 
a more active interest in, and will contribute more freely to, the Oxford 
Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina if they 
are positive that their contributions can be used for no other purpose than the 
operation and maintenance of those two organizations, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 11 of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, that the Regulations of the Grand Lodge be amended by adding 
thereto the following: 


CHAPTER 112 
THE OXFORD ORPHANAGE AND 
THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME OF 
NORTH CAROLINA ENDOWMENT FUND 

REG. 112.01. The Grand Lodge herewith establishes a separate and specific 
fund which is to be used permanently and solely for the purposes of operating, 
maintaining, improving and expanding the Oxford Orphanage and the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina. 

1. The fund shall be titled "The Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home of North Carolina Endowment Fund." 


2. This fund shall hereinafter be referred to as the “Endowment Fund." 
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REG. 112.02. A permanent minimum base principal balance of ten million 
dollars ($10,000,000.00) is herewith designated to be achieved and maintained 
for the Endowment Fund. 


1. The minimum principal base and any increase thereof is to be achieved by 
contributions, donations, devises, bequests, and interest received from the 
investment of the principal. (Reg. 95-10(3)) 


2. The minimum base principal shall not be used for any purpose other than 
investment and re-investment for the purpose of providing interest money 
which in turn shall be used for the operation, maintenance, improvement and 
expansion of the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home 
of North Carolina. 


3. All unused interest money which is not needed to fulfill projected 
obligations shall be re-invested. 


4. All monies, contributions, devises and bequests received by the North 
Carolina Masonic Foundation which were clearly marked for, designated for, 
or understood to be for the specific use of the Oxford Orphanage and the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina shall be transferred tothe 
Endowment Fund. 


REG. 112.03. A Board of Directors is herewith established and is charged 
with the following responsibilities: 


1. The actual establishment of the Endowment Fund. 


2 Initiate and direct all activities necessary for the achievement and 
maintenance of the Endowment Fund. 


3. Investment of the principal and re-investment of the accrued interest in 
accordance with the provisions of Reg. 112.04. 


4. Disburse accumulated interest according to budgetary requirements and 
the Board’s determination of the validity of request. 


5. Receive all monies, gifts, contributions, devises, bequests, properties and 
revenues designated as being for or belonging to the Endowment Fund and to 
maintain an accurate accounting of the same. 


6. If real and tangible property other than money or negotiable stocks and 
bonds should be received, to make recommendations to, and receive approval 
from, the subordinate lodges for disposition of such property. Such approval 
shall be in accordance with the conditions of Regs. 112.07 and 112.08. 


7. Make an annual report to the subordinate lodges of the current status of the 
Endowment Fund, to include balances, income and sources for principal, 
income from interest, investments and re-investments made, and 
expenditures and justifications therefor. 

REG. 112.04 The investment of the principal of the Endowment Fund and the 
re-investment of the unused accrued interest therefrom shall be restricted to 
those investment opportunities which are insured by agencies of the federal 
government of the United Stated of America. 


1. Exception: A two-thirds majority vote of the subordinate lodges shall 
constitute authority to make investment of specified portions of the accrued 
interest in earnings opportunities recommended to the subordinate lodges by 
a two-thirds majority of the l'oard of Directors. 

REG. 112.05. Th Board of Di ectors for the Endowment Fund shall consist of 
the following: 

1. The Grand Master, as Chairman and ex-officio voting member. 

2. The Deputy Grand Master, as Vice-Chairman and ex-officio voting 
member. 

3. The District Deputy Grand Masters of the severl (numbering at this time- 
65) Masonic Districts of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 

A. It shall be the duty of each District Deputy Grand Master to keep the 
subordinate lodges within his district fully informed as to the status and the 
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needs of the ENDOWMENT FUND, the status and the requirements of the 
Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North 
Carolina, and to keep himself knowledgeable as to the will and wishes of the 
membership within his district. 
REG. 112.06. The Board of Directors shall meet not less than twice per year at 
a location or locations to be agreed upon by the majority of the members of the 
Board. 
1. Additional meetings may be called as occasions should/may require. 
2. Fifty percent plus one of the membership of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the purpose of holding meetings and conducting the routine 
business of the Board. 
3. The Board will act in conformity with all accounting and reporting 
procedures as set forth in THE CODE by the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 
REG. 112.07. The Board of Directors shall make certain that all subordinate 
lodges are given complete information concerning any proposed ex penditure, 
other than normal and routine operation and maintenance funding, along 
with current fund statistics and projections, at least two months prior to the 
subordinate lodges voting on the proposed issue. (Reg. 112.09) 
1. The secretary of each subordinate lodge shall, on the day immediately 
following a ballot taken on any issue concerning the Endowment Fund, mail 
the result of said ballot to the District Deputy Grand Master of his district. 
REG. 112.08. For the purposes of the government of the Endowment Fund it 
is herewith established that a two-thirds majority of those members present 
and voting is required to constitute an affirmative vote by a subordinate lodge 
and that a two-thirds majority vote of all subordinate lodges is necessary to 
constitute approval of any issue by those lodges. 
REG. 112.09. The membership of the several (all) subordinate lodges are 
hereby guaranteed the right and the requirement to approve or disapprove 
any and all expenditures of funds from the Endowment Fund which are over 
and above those which are necessary for the normal and routine operation and 
maintenance of the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home of North Carolina. 
The above resolution is respectfully submitted on behalf of the lodges of the 
64th Masonic District of North Carolina.

CALLED FROM LABOR TO REFRESHMENT 


The minutes were read by the Grand Secretary and 
approved. Prayer was offered by W.-.Brother Clyde G. 
McCarver, Grand Chaplain, and the Grand Lodge was called 
from Labor to Refreshment until 2:00 P.M. on Tuesday, April 
18, '1982, in the Civic Center, Raleigh, North Carolina. 


FIRST DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 


The Grand Lodge was called to Order by M.-.W:.-.Brother 
Leslie H. Garner, Past Grand Master, at 1:45 P.M. inthe Civie 
Center, Raleigh, North Carolina, on Tuesday, April 13, 1982. 
W.-.Brother Eddie P. Stiles, Grand Steward, then presented 
the State Master Councilor of Order of DeMolay, Eddie P. 
Stiles, Jr., who gave the following address: 
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Most Worshipful Grand Master, Members of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina: 


I bring you greetings from the North Carolina Association, Order of 
DeMolay, which now has twenty-eight active chapters and 1750 members. We 
deeply appreciate the help the Grand Lodge and its appendant bodies across 
the state give to our Order. Chapters are not only supported monetarily but 
are also given facilities where they can meet at no charge. 


Not all of you may know what DeMolay is, what it stands for and exactly 
what it does. The Order of DeMolay is a fraternal organization open to any 
young man between the ages of 13-21. The only requirement each individual 
must meet is that he be of good character and reputation and that he believes 
in God. The DeMolays elect their own officers and are supported and guided 
by Master Masons who are called Advisors. These Advisors usually come from 
the Blue Lodge that sponsors the individual chapter or from another lodge 
nearby. The Order of DeMolay was founded in 1919 by a revered Mason, 
Frank S. Land, in Kansas City, Missouri. He formed a club of nine boys that 
has now expanded to encompass more than three million young men in allfifty 
states and several countries. 


When a young man becomes a DeMolay he pledges himself to certain 
ideals. DeMolay has seven cardinal virtues. They are love of parents, 
reverence for all things that are sacred, courtesy of all people, comradeship, 
fidelity to our ideals and to our DeMolay brothers, cleanliness of mind and 
body, and patriotism to our beloved country. Our Order is based on these seven 
cardinal virtues and all DeMolays pledge to live their lives according to these 
ideals. 


Another fact you may be interested in is that 50% of all active DeMolays 
become Master Masons. Therefore, give DeMolay your support. If we are to 
have any hope in the future we are going to need your help. When I began my 
talk, I told you that North Carolina has approximately 1750 members. 
However, on December 31, 1980 we had 1851 members and on December 31, 
1981 that number had decreased to 1669 members. Translated that means in 
the year 1981 we had a net loss of 182 members who aged out and were not 
replaced by new initiates. Furthermore, North Carolina has not had a net gain 
in at least 15 years. I also want to make it clear that this is not astate trend but 
an international one. Isn’t it ironical that with an achievement of only 45% of 
our membership goal of 488, North Carolina finished 18th out of 60 
jurisdictions. 


I am twenty years old and because I have just graduated from the teenage 
years I think I have a feeling of what is going on with today’s youth. The drug 
era of the 1960’s is slipping back into the 1980's. The young people in the 10 to 
18 year old range are becoming an apathetic drop-out group because of 
adverse influences. I could give you a list, of statistics about our American 
youth drug problem and they would all lead to the same conclusion. Today's 
teenager needs help. They need to beshown the correct way to go. Freemasons 
can help. 13.8% of our population falls between the 10 to 17 year old range. 
Lodges should go out and sponsor new chapters or reactivate old ones. 
Advisors should be appointed and events and activities should be sponsored. If 
this happens and membership is increased it will create the much needed 
enthusiasm which will result in chapter activity unheard of in past DeMolay 
history. 

Once we have recruited members we can insure DeMolay membership 
retention by adapting to the changing. times. What we need is help in 
providing educational programs, and healthful youth activities which are 
beneficial but also fun. Chapter Dads and Advisors are going to have to get 
involved with the program if we are going to keep our members interested. 
What I am asking as a DeMolay, is for your help as Freemasons. What we need 
is not money but effort, not the use of facilities but time; and help in providing 
beneficial activities. I think these goals are within the grasp of any Freemason 
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who cares for his family, community and country. If these goals can be met it 
will be an effort well invested since the future of our country and your craft 
depends on what we as people do today and tomorrow, how we influence 
Sek youth, and how the youth are prepared to face the uncertain years 
ahead. 

Again I would like to thank the Grand Lodge for all the support it now 
gives to DeMolay in North Carolina. Please help our state’s youth get back on 
the right track by giving us the chance to educate them in local DeMolay 
chapters. Thank you for the time you have given meon your busy program. I 
hope you have a successful meeting.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The scythe of time has once more wrecked its havoc. The roll of the Craft 
has been called, and 1,385 of our brothers are found to be missing. Each has 
left a void inthe heartsof many surviving loved ones. Among these were two of 
our beloved Past Grand Masters of Masons in North Carolina—Most 
Worshipful Brothers William H. White and Alfred A. Kafer, Jr. Also, toour 
extreme shock and sorrow, Most Worshipful Brother Nelson B. Banks, Grand 
Master of Masons in North Carolina, was called by the Grand Architect of the 
Universe to his Celestial Home above. 


Most Worshipful Brother William B. Bellois will now present the eulogy 
to Most Worshipful Brother William H. White. 


WILLIAM HENRY WHITE 


William Henry White, 99th Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina 
was called to his eternal home on August 7, 1981 in Sanford, North Carolina. 


Born in Archdale, in Randolph County, March 20, 1894, Past Grand 
Master White attended public schools in High Point and Asheboro, 
graduating from Asheboro High School in 1913. He:then spent three years at 
Park College in Parkerville, Missouri. At the beginning of his senior year, he 
left Park College to serve his country in World War I. Spending twenty-two 
months in the Army, he was honorably discharged on June 12, 1919. He chose 
to settle in Sanford, North Carolina and iri October of that year he began work 
as a representative of Jefferson Standard Life Insurance Company. 


He married Velma Eloise Bass on June 24, 1931 and they had two 
children, Margaret Ann and William Henry, Jr. Mrs. White died jn 1954. 


"Bill" White as he was known to most of us made many outstanding 
contributions to the insurance field. In 1932 the National Association of 
Underwriters asked him to address the national convention. In 1932 he was 
elected President of the Julian Price Club, thus receiving the highest honor a 
member of the Jefferson Standard Organization can obtain. He served as 
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WILLIAM HENRY WHITE 
Born March 20, 1894 Died August 7, 1981 
Grand Master—1952 
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President of that club again in 1966. He served his employer with distinction 
for more than 40 years. He was a charter member of the Sanford Association 
of Life Underwriters and served as its first President. 


Bill was an active member of Steele Creek United Methodist Church, 
being on its Board of Stewards for more than twenty-eight years, serving as 
chairman of that board of nine years. He also served as a Trustee. 


He was a long time member and Past Commander of Lee Post No. 18 of 
the American Legion. He also held membership, often serving as an officer, in 
several associated organizations. He was a charter member and past 
President of the Sanford Rotary Club. He also served this club as treasurer 
and as secretary at various periods. Bill was a member of the Sanford 
Chamber of Commerce, past president of the Sanford Business Men’s 
Association, and was the chairman of the Lee County War Finance Committee 
during World War II, receiving the Distinguished Service Award from the 
United States Treasury Department for this work. In 1936 he was Lee County 
“Man of the Year.” 


Indeed wide and varied were the civic and professional interests of 
Brother Bill, but his devotion to Freemasonry and his Masonic brothers was 
overshadowed only by his love for, and his activity in behalf of, his God, his 
church and his family. 


Bill was raised to the Sublime Degree of Master Mason December 21, 
1921. He served his lodge as Master in 1923, in 1929, in 1935, and in 1936. He 
was chairman of the Temple Board when the Temple was constructed serving 
as a Board member for many years. He served as District Deputy Grand 
Master of the 13th Masonic District during the years 1927, 1928, and 1929; He 
was representative of the Grand Lodge of Tasmania near the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina since 1929. He received the Scottish Rite Degrees in the 
Valley of Wilmington, North Carolina in 1923. On October 17, 1939 he was 
elected to receive the rank and decoration of Knight Commander of the Court 
of Honor by the Supreme Council for the Southern Jurisdiction of the United 
States of America. On October 19, 1951 he was crowned an Inspector General 
Honorary of the 33° by the Supreme Council. 


He was constituted a Noble of the Mystic Shrine in Oasis Temple on June 
13, 1924. 


He was appointed Grand Steward in 1944 by Grand Master Julius C. 
Hobbs and on April 16, 1952 he was elected Grand Master of Masons in North 
Carolina. 


In 1960 he married Bernice Dominick, a Past Grand Matron of the Order 
of Eastern Star. She passed away in 1969. 


On August 8, 1981 funeral services were conducted for Most Worshipful 
Brother William Henry White. Most Worshipful Nathaniel C. Dean, Past 
Grand Master, acting as Grand Master, opened the Grand Lodge in the 
Sanford Temple. Worshipful Brother Otto Neustadt, Judge Advocate 
conducted the graveside rites. 

Of Most Worshipful Brother William Henry White we say in the words of 
Robert Louis Stevenson: 


He is not dead, this friend: not dead, 

But in the paths we mortals tread, 

Gone some few trifling steps ahead, 

And nearer to the end 

So that you too, once past the bend, 

Shall meet again, as face to face, 

This friend 

You fancy dead. 

For the many years of Masonic dedication, for your love of your fellowman 

and for your wise counsel the Grand Lodge of North Carolina shall be 
eternally grateful. 
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William James once wrote, "The great use of life is to spend it for 
something which outlives it." This Most Worshipful Grand Master White did 
as he lived his Masonry and believed in the practice of its precepts. He was 
indeed a real Master Mason. 


Come now, little man. 

Flee for a while from your tasks, 

Hide yourself for a little space 

from the turmoil of your thoughts. 

For a little while give your time to God 
and rest in Him for a little while.

Most Worshipful Brother S. Frank Noble will now present the eulogy to 
Most Worshipful Brother Alfred À. Kafer, Jr. 


ALFRED ALBRECHT KAFER, JR. 


“There is a world where all are equal, we are hurrying to it fast, 
We shall meet upon the Level where the Gates of Death are past 
We shall stand before the Orient and our Master will be there, 
To try the blocks we offer with His own unerring square. 


"We shall meet upon the Level there, but never thence depart, 
There's a Mansion, 'tis all ready for each trusting, faithful heart, 
There's a Mansion and a welcome and a multitude 1s there 
Who have met upon the Level and been tried upon the Square. 


“Hands round Ye faithful brotherhood, the bright fraternal chain, 
We part upon the Square below and meet in Heaven again 
And the words of precious meaning, those words Masonic are: 
‘We meet upon the Level and we part upon the Square.” ” 


It was with sad hearts those of us assembled here, as well as Freemasons 
throughout our state, received the sad news that our Brother, Alfred Albrecht 
Kafer, Jr., parted upon the Square below on November 23, 1981; but our 
hearts rejoice in our belief that he joined a welcoming multitude in Heaven 
who also met upon the Level and parted upon the Square. 


Alfred Albrecht Kafer, Jr., or “Shorty” as he was called by all who knew 
him, was a dedicated Mason who served our Fraternity with great zeal and 
dedication; he is missed and will continue to be missed in the years ahead by 
those of us who knew and loved him. However, his influence went much 
further than the Masonic Fraternity, and he will be long remembered by 
many other groups of individuals whose lives he touched. 


We miss him and feel a keen sense of loss; but, as we think about the 
contributions he made to various prople over the years, we know that our lives 
have been made richer because he lived. 


“Shorty’s” own life was enriched when he married Margaret Marea 
Penny on August 20. 1931. Two lovely daughters—Marea and Jo Kinsey— 
added fulfillment to this union, giving him a wonderful family to love and 
cherish. 


“Shorty’s” Masonic career began July 10, 1935 when he was raised to the 
Sublime Degree of Master Mason in St. John’s Lodge No. 3 in New Bern. He 
immediately became active and served as its Master in 1939. In 1941 he was 
elected Secretary of his lodge, serving until 1966 when his Grand Lodge 
responsibilities required that he relinquish this position. However, he was 
reelected Secretary in 1968, a postion he held until his death. St. John’s Lodge 
was dear to his heart, and he had requested that his Masonic funeral be 
conducted by his brothers in St. John’s. 


One year after becoming a Master Mason, “Shorty” joined the New Bern 
Scottish Rite Bodies, where he served faithfully for the remainder of his life. 
He served continuously on the Stage Crew as Assistant Stage Director from 
ee 1945 and was made Director in 1945, another position he held until his 

eath. 
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ALFRED ALBRECHT KAFER, JR. 
Born September 2, 1906 Died November 23, 1981 


Grand Master—1967 
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“Shorty” became a member of Sudan Temple in 1937. He organized the 
Chef’s Crew and served as its Director for eight years, and he also served as 
Stage Director for thirteen years. Potentate Robert L. Pugh appointed 
“Shorty” to the station of Outer Guard in 1974; he continued in the line until he 
health forced him to resign in 1978. 


He joined the York Rite in New Bern in 1966, where he was a member of 
New Bern Chapter No. 46, Royal Arch Masons, New Bern Council No. 12, 
Royal and Select Masters and St. John’s Commandery No. 10 Knights 
Templar. 


Grand Master Harvey W. Smith appointed “Shorty” Grand Steward of 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina in 1960. He progressed through the line 
and was elected the 114th Grand Master in North Carolina in April 1967, a 
position he filled with distinction. “Shorty” continued to serve on Grand Lodge 
committees and boards throughout the remainder of his life. 


Our Brother touched many people in many walks of life. None were more 
dear to him than the young people he influenced. He served as football coach at 
New Bern High School in 1942, 1944 and 1945 and also coached the baseball 
team one year. For many years he served as referee for football games.. 


He maintained an active interest in youth work throughout the 
community.end was especially fond of the Boy Scouts, serving as Merit Badge 
examiner for over twenty-five years. “Shorty” enjoyed immensely his contacts 
with the boys as they progressed in Scouting. 


What more satisfying activity does life offer than that of being a good 
influence on young people! He is remembered in the hearts and minds of those 
who were influenced in their youth by his love and interest in their welfare. 
many are now leaders in communities throughout our country. His influence, 
therefore, will be felt from generation to generation. The following verse by 
Edwin Markham surely applies to “Shorty”: 


“There is a destiny that makes us brothers: 
None goes his way alone. 

All that we send into the lives of others 
Comes back into our own.” 


His influence on young people enriched not only their lives but his own. 


“Shorty’s” influence was also evident in many other areas of community 
life. He served as Alderman of the City of New Bern for twelve years, as City 
Building Inspector for four years, and as Chairman of the Craven County 
Board of Elections for twenty-two years. And he was a lifelong, active 
member of historic Christ Episcopal Church in New Bern. 


An active member of the Atlantic Fire Department of New Bern (a 
volunteer department) since 1927, he was elected twice to serve as its Chief; 
and he was treasurer for more than a quarter of a century. For many years, he 
served as Treasurer of the Atlantic Steam Fire Relief Board and was on the 
governing board of the Fireman’s Museum. 


I am personally deeply indebted to Brother Kafer. When he was elected 
Grand Master, he honored me with appointment as Grand Steward of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina. Never will he be forgotten in my mind or 
heart, for he opened the way and provided me an opportunity to further my 
Masonic activities, and thus greatly enriched my life. 


The Masons of North Carolina join his host of friends from all walks of life 
in expressing deepest sympathy to his daughters, grandchildren and other 
family members who survive him. 


“There is no death! The stars go down 
To rise upon some other shore, 

And bright in heaven's jewelled crown 
They shine forevermore.” 


Farewell, dear Brother. May your light continue to shine in heaven's 
crown.

Worshipful Brother Clyde G. McCarver, Grand Chaplain of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina will now present the eulogy to Most Worshipful 
Brother Nelson B. Banks. 


NELSON BRYAN BANKS 


“It is not titles that reflect honor on men, but men on their titles” stated 
Machaivelli. Such can be said of Most Worshipful Grand Master Nelson 
Bryan Banks whose memory is precious to those of us who assemble today. His 
illustrious life is a challenge to those of us who remember him and his 
contributions to the community, home, business, and Masonic life common to 
us all. 


Most Worshipful Brother Banks was born into the family of Ottis M. and 
Ella N. Banks on April 17, 1917. He was educated in the public schools of New 
Bern, North Carolina. Afterwards he completed special training.in Dairying 
and Ice Cream manufacturing at Penn State University and North Carolina 
State University, which training led him into the position of Production 
Manager and later Vice President of Maola Milk and Ice Cream Company of 
Washington, North Carolina. He resigned this position in 1960 to assume the 
responsibility and position of Recorder of Sudan Temple A.A.O.N.M.S. He 
served in this capacity until his death on January 2, 1982. Survivors are his 
lovely wife Evelyn Lucille Moore Banks (whom he married on June 1, 1946); a 
son, Nelson B. Banks, Jr.; one grandson, David; and one brother, William T. 
Banks. 


To recapitulate the attainments, contributions and honors of this our 
Brother would comprise a compendium of a great man whose life was well 
spent. He was a leader, well recognized as such, in community, civic, 
humanitarian, business, and Masonic endeavors. He served his country in the 
armed services, youth in the Boy Scout Movement (which awarded him the 
coveted Silver Beaver Award), the business world as Director and President 
of the New Bern Savings and Loan Association. He was always a leader in the 
religious activities within his church and community, having served in many 
official capacities in First United Methodist Church, Washington, North 
Carolina and Centenary United Methodist Church, New Bern, North 
Carolina. 


Most Worshipful Brother Nelson Banks knelt at a Masonic Altar, prior to 
being raised a Master Mason, and assumed the solemn vow from which he 
never wavered. This was the impetus for a Masonic commitment which lead 
him to great heights of effectiveness in the Craft of Freemasonry and its 
appendent bodies. He was raised to the Sublime Degree of Master Mason in 
Orr Lodge No. 104, Washington, North Carolina, on May 2, 1950. Six years 
thereafter he served as its Master. Subsequently he was appointed as District 
Deputy Grand Master of the Third Masonic District. He was a member of the 
York Rite Bodies and served as High Priest of the Chapter, Illustrious Master 
of the Council, and Commander of the Commandery. He served as Grand 
Commander of the Commandery of Knights Templar of North Carolina in 
1976. He was a Past Sovereign, Earl of Craven Allied Masonic Degrees, a 
member of the North Carolina College of Societas Rosecruciana. He was 
honored with Knights Templar Cross of Honor and was presented the Grand 
Cross of Color by the Rainbow for Girls. 


His career as a Scottish Rite Mason was one of highest distinction. He was 
an active member of the New Bern Bodies, where he was Director ofthe Work 
until his death. He was on the Inspector General's Advisory Conference. His 
zeal and effectiveness resulted in his being elected and invested with the Rank 
and Decoration of Knight Commander of the Court of Honor by the Supreme 
Council of the Scottish Rite, Southern Jurisdiction in 1967. In recognition of 
his continued outstanding service and dedication, he was elected to receive 
the honor and distinction of Sovereign Grand Inspector General Honorary, or 
the 33rd Degree. 
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Grand Master Banks was created a Noble of the Mystic Shrine in Sudan 
Temple of New Bern on January 25, 1951. He was elected Recorder in 1960, 
which responsible and demanding office he filled most effectively until his 
death. His abilities lead him to service beyond the local Temple and to the 
programs of the Imperial Council, Shrine of North America. He served as 
Chairman of the National Membership of the Imperial Council: as a member 
of the Imperial Counci] Masonic Relations Committee: served as Regional 
Director of Wills and Gifts for Shriners Hospitals for Crippled Children (a 
cause which was most dear to his heart). 

Fellow Recorders throughout the United States and Canada held him in 
highest esteem, electing him as President of the Shrine Recorder's 
Association in 1972. When his one year term in this position was ended he was 
elected Secretary-Treasurer. He served in this capacity for the rest of his life 
among us. As evidence of his respect and dedication he was awarded honorary 
membership in eighty Shrine Temples in North America. 


In 1960 a group of forward looking Master Masons in New Bern formed a 
new lodge, Berne Lodge No. 724. Our illustrious Brother was elected its 
Master. He was Master thereof for the years of 1961, 1962 and 1963. He was 
elected a Life Member of Berne Lodge No. 724 in 1967. Brother Banks was in 
his 27th vear as a Certified Lecturer. He is remembered as an excellent 
ritualist and dynamic speaker. There was no aspect of Masonry which did not 
receive his attention and to which he did not render valuable service. 


At the 1976 Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free 
and Accepted Masons of North Carolina, Most Worshipful Grand Master S. 
Frank Noble, Jr. appointed Brother Banks as Grand Steward of the Grand 
Lodge. He progressed through the Grand Lodge Line of officers and was 
installed as Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina on April 22, 1981. His 
assiduity and zeal were evident throughout the months during which he 
fulfilled the privileges and obligations of this great and honored position—all 
actions of which were done through love for his fellowman, the Craft, and his 
country. A great man lived and served among us. His presence is sorely 
missed; his influence shall continue to bless the Craft: his contributions 
through a life well-spent shall be lasting. We thank the God of us all that 
Brother Banks lived amongst us and we are the recipients of his noble life. 


Most Worshipful Brother Banks departed from this earthly existence on 
January 2, 1982 when he responded to the call of the Supreme Architect of the 
Universe to the Temple above to enter “that house not made by hands, eternal 
in the Heavens.” Religious services, proclaiming his eternal victory, were held 
at Centenary United Methodist Church, New Bern, North Carolina, on 
January 5, 1982. The religious services were conducted by the Reverend 
Norwood Jones (his pastor) and the Reverend Clyde G. McCarver, Grand 
Chaplain of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina (a former pastor and longtime 
friend). As evidence of the esteem in which he was held, Grand Lodge Officers; 
representatives of all bodies of Masonry; Officers and representatives of 
Supreme Council of the Scottish Rite, the York Rite, the I mperial Shrine of 
North America, and a host of his beloved Brothers from Lodges in North 
Carolina were in attendance. Masonic Graveside Services were conducted by 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina at New Bern. Worshipful L. R. Thomas, 
(wand Steward of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, conducted the 
ritualistic service in a most sympathetic and proficient manner. 

Whutever the place alloted by the Supreme Architect of the Universe, 
«hat is for us the post of honor and duty. God estimates us not by the position we 
are in. but by the way we fill it. Most Worshipful Grand Master Nelson Bryan 
Banks filled his position as man, citizen and Master Mason well. We hallow his 
memory here... we commend his spirit to God who gave it... and we renew 
our dedication to the principles of Freemasonry. By so doing we honor him to 
whom honor is so justly due. We are thankful to God for his life and influence.

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DISABILITIES 


During the year, thirty-seven physical disabilities were 
approved and one was disapproved. 


In each case, a District Deputy Grand Master made a 
personal investigation, and I wish to commend each of them 
for the efficient manner in which they handled these 
investigations. 


DISPENSATIONS GRANTED 


At the time this report was being prepared, the following 
dispensations had been issued: 


Sixteen dispensations were granted to fill lodge vacancies created by 
death or resignation. 


Seven dispensations were granted for visitation with subordinate lodges 
in other Grand Jurisdictions. 


Fourteen dispensations were granted to hold meetings other than at the 
regular meeting place. 


One dispensation was granted to hold meetings while the charter was 
being refurbished. 


ORDER NO. 1 


Prior to his death, M.'.W.-.Brother Nelson B. Banks, Grand Master, had 
appointed a committee consisting of M.:.W.:.Brother J. Earl Watson, P.G.M., 
W.-.Brother Clifton W. Everett, Sr., P.M., and W.:.Brother Louis W. Shrier, 
P.M., to investigate a problem which existed in your lodge. Brother Banks had 
asked certain members of your lodge to meet with this committee and to make 
a report. As Acting Grand Master, I confirmed these actions of 
M.-.W.-.Brother Banks and the meeting was held as scheduled. 


I have listened to the recordings of that meeting and in view of the 
information on the tapes and recommendations of the committee, I hereby 
direct and ORDER: 


1. Brothers James O. West, Leon K. Hill, Robert E. Lee and Daniel E. Pitt 
shall not be eligible to hold any office in Corinthian Lodge No. 230, A. 
F. & A. M. for a period of five years after February 11, 1982. 


2. Phe Secretary of Corinthian Lodge No. 230, A. F. & A. M. shall, during 
the year of 1982, transmit a copy of the minutes of each and every 
communication to the Acting Grand Master or Grand Master and the 
Grand Secretary. 


3. M.-.W.:.Brother Leslie H. Garner, P.G.M., will attend the stated 
communication of Corinthian Lodge No. 230, A. F. & A. M. to be held 
on January 28, 1982 and shall read this ORDER and cause it to be 
recorded in and made a part of the minutes of the said stated 
communication on January 28th. 

4. I have issued a Dispensation for the election of the officers of 
Corinthian Lodge No. 230, A. F. & A. M. to be held on February 11, 
1982, and M.-.W.-.Brother Leslie H. Garner will preside over the said 
stated communication. 

5. M..W..Brother Garner is empowered to exercise any power or 
authority on my behalf he deems necessary in this matter and in the 
best interest of Masonry in North Carolina. 

I regret the necessity of this action but I believe it will serve the best 

interest of Masonry in North Carolina. 

Given under my hand and seal at Raleigh, North Carolina, this 25th day of 

February, 1982. 
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ORDER NO. 2 


I have examined the file in the matter of Mr. Eric Neal Green who was 
elected to receive the degrees in Masonry in Ashler Lodge No. 373 before a 
Waiver of Jurisdiction was secured from Liberty Lodge No. 45, and before the 
petition was certified by the Grand Secretary. 


The ballot taken to elect Mr. Green to receive the degrees on February 8, 
1982, is clearly illegal and void under the clear and positive language of 
Regulations 74-01 and 76-13 of THE CODE. 


Since a Waiver of Jurisdiction was granted over Mr. Green by Liberty 
Lodge No. 45 on March 4, 1982, it is ordered that the Grand Secretary make 
the necessary record of the subject petition and place thereon his Certificate, 
with a notation to explain the delay in making it. Upon receipt of the properly 
certified petition, it shall be submitted to the secret ballot at the stated 
communication of Ashler Lodge No. 373 on March 22, 1982 in the same 
manner as if no previous ballot had been taken thereon. 


The records in the office of the Grand Secretary and of your lodge shall be 
made to conform to this order and the result of the reballot. 


OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 1 


(Grand Master Nelson B. Banks issued the following Official Opinion). 


The Grand Secretary has requested an Official Opinion regarding the 
wearing or carrying of firearms into an Open Lodge. In compliance with his 
request, I am giving you my Official Opinion. 

An Open Lodge is an "assembly or organized body of Freemasons, duly 
congregated for labor or for business." The proceedings of an Open Lodge 
must be conducted in a Fraternal spirit and with dignity, free from angry 
confrontations and circumstances or influences which are disquieting and 
intimidating. The mere presence of a firearm in an Open Lodge would tend to 
inhibit and perhaps destroy this basic decorum of our Fraternity. 


While law enforcement officers are technically on duty 24 hoursa day,1 
am informed that they are not required to wear their firearms while off duty. 


Peace and harmony must prevail in the Lodge. It is my Official Opinion 
that no person, including law enforcement officers, has any reason at any time 
to carry a firearm, either in view or concealed, into the tiled recesses of a 
Lodge; therefore, it shall not be done. 


Given under my hand and seal in New Bern, North Carolina. this the 1st 
day of July, 1981. 


OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 2 


This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of March 12, 1982, referring 
to a Resolution adopted by Crown Point Lodge No. 708, “asking that the Grand 
Master of the Grand. Lodge of North Carolina conduct. or cause to be 
conducted, an investigation of the removal of Worshipful Brother Amos 
Calvin Leggett as Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery, Knights 
Templar of North Carolina.” 


A thorough study has been made and The Code of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, under the provisions of Regulation 66-01, gives the Grand 
Master the absolute right and authority to remove any officer. 


I would direct your attention to the first four words in Regulation 66-01; 
"If in the Judgment." This clearly and positively provides for an opinion or 
judgment by the Grand Master in the removal orsuspension of an officer, The 
Code requires that the Grand Master report any such action to the Grand 
Lodge and the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence will consider all 
information in the order for remuval and make its recoramendation to the 
Grand Lodge. The Grand Lodge shall then approve or disapprove the action of 
the Grand Master. 
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The Code also provides that the officer who has been removed can appeal 
the action of the Grand Master to the Grand Lodge. The Grand Lodge, again, 
makes the final decision. 

The Constitution and Statutes of the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar of the United States of America has almost identical regulations and 
procedures as The Code of this Grand Lodge. For this Grand Lodge, any of its 
officers, or any of its subordinate lodges to interfere or become involved in a 
matter of any Appendant organization which does not violate The Code of this 
Grand Lodge, in my opinion, could be considered un-Masonic conduct. 

I have not attempted to approve or disapprove the action of the removal of 
the Grand Commander, Knights Templar of North Carolina. I am giving my 
Official Opinion that this Grand Lodge, any of its officers, or any of its 
subordinate lodges do not have any jurisdiction in the removal of Brother 
Amos Calvin Leggett and it is a matter for the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar of the United States of America alone.

OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 3 


I have reviewed all information in regard to the invasion of your 
jurisdiction by East LaPorte Lodge No. 358 and cannot find that they actually 
invaded your jurisdiction. 


_A topographic map of the area clearly indicates that Mr. Ralph Womack 
lives closer in airline measurement to East LaPorte Lodge No. 358 and, 
therefore, lives in the jurisdiction of No. 358. The request for a waiver and the 
refusal of your lodge to grant the waiver does not alter the fact of actual 
jurisdiction. 

Even though you state “the jurisdictional question was laid to rest in 
1970,” the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge (or any record in the Grand Lodge 
office) do not indicate that the Grand Lodge has ever acted on any question of 
territorial jurisdiction for the area in question. Regulations 2-06(3) and 48-09 
of The Code limit this right to the Grand Lodge. 


It is, therefore, my opinion that East LaPorte Lodge No. 358 can receive 
and act on the Petition for the Degrees of Ralph Womack without the necessity 
of a Waiver of Jurisdiction being issued.

The budget for the year ending December 31. 1981, has been carefully 
examined and we are happy to report that the expenditures are in keeping 
with our budget. An audit has been made for this budget period. 


We have consulted with the Board of Directors of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation, Inc. and are happy to report that during 1981, they 
transferred to Oxford Orphanage the sum of $73,000.00 and to the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home, the sum of $82,000.00 from the earnings of the 
Foundation. We recommend that the first $150,000.00 of earnings in the 
Foundation be divided between the Orphanage and Home on a 50-50 basis. All 
earnings above this amount should be divided on the basis of the needs of the 
two institutions, keeping in mind the deficit at the Home, which must be paid. 


We recommend the Charity Fund pay to the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home and to the Oxford Orphanage the sum of $10,000.00 each. 

We recommend that $10,000.00 be transferred to the Grand Lodge 
Bicentennial Escrow Account. 

We recommend that the Grand Master and Grand Secretary be 
authorized to expend a sum not to exceed $7,500.00 from the Special 
Contingency Reserve Fund for the purchase of office equipment. 
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We recommend that $35,000.00 be transferred to the Grand Lodge 
Special Contingency Reserve Fund. 

We recommend that $5,000.00 be transferred from the surplus funds to 
the Drewry Memorial Grand Secretary's Fund. l 

We recommend the Grand Master have authority, when he deems it 
advisable for the best interest of the Grand Lodge, to suspend the allotment 
made to any committee, activity or agency of the Grand Lodge. 

We recommend further that when it shall appear for the best interest of 
the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master be authorized to give written 
authorization for the budget to be exceeded by any department, agency or 
office to incur out-of-ordinary expenses not herein provided for, within 
availability of funds.

RESOLUTION 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
WHEREAS, there is an ever-present need for funds for the permanent and 


continuing operation of the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home of North Carolina, and 


WHEREAS, the membership comprising the subordinate lodges of this 
Grand Jurisdiction are fully aware of their individual and collective duties 
and obligations and are desirous of having a stronger voice in, and a closer 
relationship with, the funding and operation of the Oxford Orphanage and the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, and 
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WHEREAS, there is no provision in the Charter of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation restricting the use of funds contributed to and received 
by the North Carolina Masonic Foundation solely to the support of the Oxford 
Orphanage and the Masonic and Easterr. Star Home of North Carolina except 
in those instances in which the contributions have been specifically marked 
for distribution to the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home of North Carolina by the donor, and 


WHEREAS, there is no provision in the Charter of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation specifying investment procedures to be followed to 
ensure safety of investments and adequate safe returns on such investments, 
and 


WHEREAS, it is felt that the membership of the subordinate lodges will take 
a more active interest in, and will contribute more freely to, the Oxford 
Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina if they 
are positive that their contributions can be used for no other purpose than the 
operation and maintenance of those two organizations, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 11 of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, that the Regulations of the Grand Lodge be amended by adding 
thereto the following: 


CHAPTER 12 


THE OXFORD ORPHANAGE AND 
THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME OF 
NORTH CAROLINA ENDOWMENT FUND 


REG. 112.01. The Grand Lodge herewith establishes a separate and specific 
fund which is to be used permanently and solely for the purposes of operating, 
maintaining, improving and expanding the Oxford Orphanage and the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina. 


1. The fund shall be titled “The Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home of North Carolina Endowment Fund.” 


2. This fund shall hereinafter be referred to as the “Endowment Fund.” 


REG. 112.02. A permanent minimum base principal balance of ten million 
dollars ($10,000,000.00) is herewith designated to be achieved and maintained 
for the Endowment Fund. 


1. The minimum principal base and any increase thereof is to be achieved by 
contributrions, donations, devises, bequests, and interest received from the 
investment of the principal. (Reg. 95-10(3)) 


2. The minimum base principal shall not be used for any purpose other than 
investment and re-investment for the purpose of providing interest money 
which in turn shall be used for the operation, maintenance, improvement and 
expansion of the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home 
of North Carolina. 


3. All unused interest money which is not needed to fulfill projected 
obligations shall be re-invested. 


4. All monies, contributions, devises and bequests received by the North 
Carolina Masonic Foundation which were clearly marked for, designated for, 
or understood to be for the specific use of the Oxford Orphanage and the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina shall be transferred tothe 
Endowment Fund. 


REG. 112.03. A Board of Directors is herewith established and is charged 
with the following responsibilities: 


1. The actual establishment of the Endowment Fund. 

2. Initiate and direct all activities necessary for the achievement and 
maintenance of the Endowment Fund. 

3. Investment of the principal and re-investment of the accrued interest in 
accordance with the provisions of Reg. 112.04. 
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4. Disburse accumulated interest according to budgetary requirements and 
the Board’s determination of the validity of request. 


5. Receive all monies, gifts, contributions, devises, bequests, properties and 
revenues designated as being for or belonging to the Endowment Fund and to 
maintain an accurate accounting of the same. 


6. If real and tangible property other than money or negotiable stocks and 
bonds should be received, to make recommendations to, and receive approval 
from, the subordinate lodges for disposition of such property. Such approval 
shall be in accordance with the conditions of Regs. 112.07 and 112.08. 


7. Make an annual report to the subordinate lodges of the current status of the 
Endowment Fund, to include balances, income and sources for principal, 
income from interest, investments and re-investments made, and 
expenditures and justifications therefor. 


REG. 112.04 The investment of the principal of the Endowment Fund and the 
re-investment of the unused accrued interest therefrom shall be restricted to 
those investment opportunities which are insured by agencies of the federal 
government of the United Stated of America. 


1. Exception: A two-thirds majority vote of the subordinate lodges shall 
constitute authority to make investment of specified portions of the accrued 
interest in earnings opportunities recommended to the subordinate lodges by 
a two-thirds majority of the Board of Directors. 


REG. 112.05. The Board of Directors for the Endowment Fund shall consist of 
the following: 


1, The Grand Master, as Chairman and ex-officio voting member. 


2. The Deputy Grand Master, as Vice-Chairman and ex-officio voting 
member. 


3. The District Deputy Grand Masters of the sever! (numbering at this time- 
65) Masonic Districts of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


A. It shall be the duty of each District Deputy Grand Master to keep the 
subordinate lodges within his district fully informed as to the status and the 
needs of the ENDOWMENT FUND, the status and the requirements of the 
Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North 
Carolina, and to keep himself knowledgeable as to the will and wishes of the 
membership within his district. 


REG. 112.06. The Board of Directors shall meet not less than twice per year at 
a location or locations to be agreed upon by the majority of the members of the 
Board. 


1. Additional meetings may be called as occasions should/may require. 


2. Fifty percent plus one of the membership of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the purpose of holding meetings and conducting the routine 
business of the Board. 


9. The Board will act in conformity with all accounting and reporting 
procedures as set forth in the CODE by the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


REG. 112.07. The Board of Directors shall make certàin that all subordinate 
lodges are given complete information concerning any proposed expenditure, 
other than normal and routine operation and maintenance funding, along 
with current fund statistics and projections, at least two months prior to the 
subordinate lodges voting on the proposed issue. (Reg. 112.09) 


l. The secretary of each subordinate lodge shall, on the day immediately 
following a ballot taken on any issue concerning the Endowment Fund. mail 
the result of said ballot to the District Deputy Grand Master of his district. 


REG. 112.08. For the purposes of the government of the Endowment Fund it 
is herewith established that a two-thirds majority of those members present 
and voting is required to constitute an affirmative vote by a subordinate lodge 
and that a two-thirds majority vote of all subordinate lodges is necessary to 
constitute approval of any issue by those lodges. 
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REG. 112.09. The membership of the several (all) subordinate lodges are 
hereby guaranteed the right and the requirement to approve or disapprove 
any and all expenditures of funds from the Endowment Fund which are over 
and above those which are necessary for the normal and routine operation and 
maintenance of the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home of North Carolina.

The Committee on Appeals respectfully submits the following report: 


1. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been completed 
since the Annual Communication in 1981, and now pending before the 
Committee, wherein the accused has been expelled under the provisions of 
Regulation 99-22 of THE CODE of 1948, asamended, and in none of which the 
accused appealed from the decision of the Judge Advocate. We particularly 
directed our attention to the strict compliance with the Regulation, and in 
each of the following cases we recommend that the decision of the Judge 
Advocate be affirmed by the Grand Lodge.

The charges were dismissed by the Trial Commission on February 2, 
1982. 


3. In the matter of Application for Restoration of J.W.T. to the rights and 
privileges of Masonry. The petition was filed with the Grand Secretary more 
than thirty days prior to this Annual Communication. The petitioner was 
dismembered on April 18, 1949 (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 8). A true copy of the 
petition with statement of grounds upon which the petitioner seeks 
restoration was served on Hamlet Lodge No. 532, A. F. & A. M., in accordance 
with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more than ninety days 
prior to this Annual Communication. À petition opposing the restoration of 
the applicant was filed with the Grand Lodge under the provision of 
Regulation 109-07. This petition opposing reinstatement was filed on August 
28, 1980. After carefully examining the record in this matter and considering 
the offense for which the petitioner was dismembered, and considering the 
length of time which has elapsed from the date of dismemberment, and 
further considering various letters submitted by those who know him well, 
your Committee is of the opinion that he is now entitled to restoration at this 
time and recommends that the Grand Lodge restore his application for 
restoration. 


4. In the matter of Application for Restoration of C.F.T. to the rights and 
privileges of Masonry. This petition was filed with the Grand Secretary more 
than thirty days prior to this Annual Communication. The petitioner was 
dismembered on November 13, 1972 (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 270). A true copy 
of the petition with statement of grounds upon which the petitioner seeks 
restoration was served on Granite Lodge No. 322, A. F. & A. M.inaccordance 
with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more than ninety days 
prior to this Annual Communication. There was no reply, either opposing or 
advocating restoration, from Granite Lodge No. 322. A letter was filed stating 
that he had been a good citizen for more than seven years. After carefully 
examining the record in this matter and especially considering the 
seriousness of the offense for which the petitioner was dismembered, your 
Committee is of the opinion that he is not entitled to restoration at this time 
and recommends that the Grand Lodge deny his application for restoration. 


5. In the matter of Application for Restoration of R. E.W., Jr. to the rights 
and privileges of Masonry. This petition was filed with the Grand Secretary 
more than thirty days prior to this Annual Communication. The petitioner 
was dismembered on June 9, 1977 (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 332). A true copy of 
the petition with statement of grounds upon which the petitioner seeks 
restoration was served on Fuquay Lodge No. 258, A. F. & A. M.in accordance 
with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more than ninety days 
prior to this Annual Communication. The Lodge, at a communication held on 
January 31, 1982, recommended restoration. After carefully considering the 
offense for which the applicant was dismembered, and other factors 
concerning his dismemberment, your Committee is of the opinion that he is 
entitled to restoration at this time and recommends that the Grand Lodge 
approve this Application for restoration. 

6. In the matter of Application for Restoration of W.C.C. tothe rightsand 
privileges of Masonry. This petition was filed with the Grand Secretary more 
than thirty days prior to this Annual Communication. The petitioner was 
dismembered on March 9, 1976 (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 310). A true copy of 
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the Petition with statement of grounds upon which petitioner seeks 
restoration was served on Hamlet Lodge No. 532, A. F. & A. M.inaccordance 
with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more than ninety days 
prior to this Annual Communication. Three Past Masters and one Master 
Mason of the Lodge recommended restoration. After carefully considering 
the offense for which the applicant was dismembered, elapsed time and also 
documentary evidence pertinent to the offense for which he was 
dismembered, the Committee is of the opinion that he is entitled to restoration 
at this time and recommends that the Grand Lodge approve the application 
for restoration. 

7. TRIAL DOCKET NO. 403: In the matter of charges preferred against 
L.W.C., a Fellow Craft of Hollis Lodge No. 535, A. F. & A. M. 

This F.C. was expelled by the Judge Advocate on February 24, 1982. The 
Committee has carefully reviewed the actions of the Judge Advocate in this 
matter, and has examined the files and is of the opinion that the actions of the 
Judge Advocate was in all respects proper and in full compliance with THE 
CODE. The Committee recommends approval of the action of the Judge 
Advocate. 

8. The Committee has carefully reviewed several charges against Master 
Masons which were dismissed by the Judge Advocate, has reviewed his 
actions and findings of fact, and recommend that the Grand Lodge approve of 
his decision in the five following cases: 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 392: In the matter of charges preferred against 
C.R., a Master Mason, member of Ball Creek Lodge No. 397, A. F. & A. M. 

The Judge Advocate dismissed these charges on July 15, 1981. 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 393: In the matter of charges preferred against 
J.R.E., a member of Vance Lodge No. 298, A. F. & A. M. 

The Judge Advocate dismissed these charges on July 15, 1981. 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 394: In the matter of charges preferred against 
R.G.R., a Master Mason, member of Vance Lodge No. 293, A. F. & A. M. 

The Judge Advocate dismissed these charges on July 15, 1981. 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 399: In the matter of charges preferred against 
D.S.H., a Master Mason, a member of Old Town Lodge No. 751, A. F. & A. M. 

The Judge Advocate dismissed these charges on December 21, 1981.

INSTALLATION REMARKS OF 
M.-.W..AVA CLARENCE HONEYCUTT 


Most Worshipful Sirs, Ladies, Friends and Family: 


Welcome to this installation of Grand Lodge Officers and thank you for 
coming. I. appreciate, so much your taking this time out from your busy 
schedules to do this. 

I stand here today filled with emotions; some I can’t even describe. First, I 
feel such a sense of gratitude for this undeserved, biggest HONOR of my life. 
In 1961 when Worshipful Clifton Moore appointed me tothe Blue Lodge Line, ] 
was very surprised and felt a great sense of pride when I became Master of my 
Lodge. But in 1976, when Most Worshipful Leslie Garner appointed me tothe 
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Grand Lodge Line, I could not believe this great honor had been given to me. I 
had worked in the Grand Lodge of North Carolina as General Chairman and 
served on various committees for many years, but to be asked to serve as the 
Leader of this great organization was an honor so special I scarcely could 
comprehend it. 


I always considered myself a hard working country boy, and though I 
know of no other accomplishment I would rather make, I never dreamed it 
. would be the Grand Master of Masons of North Carolina. Then, why am I here 
today? I will have to give credit where credit is due. I feel the influence in my 
life of so many good people has been a big contributing factor. First, I guess 
the man who really started me on this road of honor was my wife's father. 
Even before we were married, this man who had been Secretary of his own 
Blue Lodge, walking to meetings for twenty-one years, talked to me about 
Masonry. I found myself wishing I could have whatthis man seemed to have as 
a Mason. Afterwards, I petitioned and was accepted to beeome a Blue Lodge 
Mason. He coached me whenever we weretogether. I wanttotake this time, to 
say that I can’t give enough credit to the Blue Lodge because that is where it all 
starts. 


There are so many others who aided and encouraged me to work as hard 
as I could, that I could never mention them all. To my brother Manley, who 
raised me in Masonry; to Worshipful R. Pete Dudley, who has been a friend 
and brother to mesince the day we met; and to every Past Grand Master whois 
here today; without all your support and help in so many ways I would never 
be here today. But most of all I owe a debt of gratitude to Most Worshipful 
Leslie Garner for not only appointing me to the Grand Lodge Line but helping 
me in any way he was called on to do since my appointment. He has just been 
my installing officer and as usual has done an outstanding job. I cóuld never 
thank him enough ... To all of the Grand Lodge officers I appreciate more 
than you will ever know the support and time you have given and spent 
especially these last 3% most difficult and trying months. To my installing 
Marshals, Past Grand Master Sam Hennis and my son-in-law, Lynn Walton as 
his assistant, my heartfelt thanks. My dear friend Worshipful Clyde 
McCarter who served as Grand Chaplain, thank you Brother Clyde. Thanks 
also goes to Worshipful Vernon Jordan, my long-time friend, for the 
outstanding organ music. To Hiram Lodge No. 40, my home lodge, and to 
every lodge who participated in this installation, I say thank you. While Pm on 
the subject of my lodge, I'm sure every Mason shares asense of belonging to his 
individual Blue Lodge and I’m no exception. I love the men in my lodge and I 
appreciate all the help and support they have given me. For everyone who has 
taken even a tiny part in this installation, I say THANK YOU. 


Now, I would like to thank my family. I thank my children for the 
unselfish attitude taken while they were growing up. They never complained 
(though I’m sure they would have liked to) about my having to go to a meeting 
instead of staying home with them. To my dear wife, Margaret, I realize the 
last twenty-nine years must have been the most difficult and sometimes 
loneliest years of our lives together, since from the time I received my degrees 
I have been an active Mason trying to attend every meeting possible and 
taking part in every function of the lodge that time permitted. In fact... we 
now can laugh at the time I was trying to learn my Masonic degrees when we 
brought our new-born daughter Jackie home from the hospital. Back then 
everything had to be ironed, so Margaret ironed each night with my not being 
at home to help at all with housework or either of our two daughters. So finally 
on Saturday evening she said “Now Jack you will have to stay home from 
Masonry and help me." But after two hours of my asking “What can I do????" 
she ran me out of the house! Believe me, it wasn't so funny at the time. All 
joking aside, these last 34 months would have been impossible without your 
love, support and understanding. This makes me realize even more what a 
lucky man I am. 
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I would like to introduce mine and Margaret's family seated together. 


I guess I'd better explain what my name really is and how I acquired the 
name. I was the last of seven children. (I guess my parents felt I was the bitter 
end!!) My father’s name was Ava Leon and I being the last of four sons, he 
wanted one named after him. There were already three Ava’s in his family 
and Mama didn't want to name me Ava. There was a lady who lived across the 
road and who got tired of calling me “Baby.” She had an old dog whose name 
was Jack and she said, “If you don’t hurry and name this ‘youngun’ I’m gonna 
call him Jack.” . . . Well she did—and everyone has since. But I have a 
confession to make after all these years. My name is Ava Clarence, but I’m 
glad everyone did not know that ’cause my wife claims had she known it she 
wouldn’t have married me. 


Now to the serious business at hand. I do not feel I deserve this honor 
bestowed upon me today, but I accept it with great humility and willingness 
and will try to do everything in my power to promote Freemasonry. My goals 
this year will be simply to work for and encourage the 73,000 Masons in North 
Carolina to support and work for our own Oxford Orphanage in Oxford for 
children and Masonic and Eastern Star Home for the elderly in Greensboro. 
We have over 200 children and the Home has 160 people, with a long waiting 
list. 


One of the most worthwhile and important projects ever undertaken by 
the Masons, I feel, is our North Carolina Masonic Foundation. The Masons of 
North Carolina originally proposed to raise $10 million dollars in ten years. 
But in 1987 the Grand Lodge of North Carolina will celebrate its 200th 
birthday. Wouldn't it be wonderful if we could raise this $10 million by then. 
The great thing about this foundation is the money’s principal put into it is 
never touched; only the interest will be used to be divided between the two 
homes. I know you are saying to yourselves, “Is he crazy? How can we raise 
that much money?” Did you know if everyone of our 73,000 Masons would give 
$200.00 in ten years (over and above their regular support of our two homes, of 
course), we would get this money. however, we realize everyone will not be 
able to do this but hopefully some of us will be able to do more to compensate. 
With inflation, we have to have more money to keep the two homes open. We 
have always operated through voluntary giving, and I feel confident with the 
help of every Mason, we will always be able to continue. 

You knon even as a young boy when I would meet a Mason, it made me 
want to find out more because of the way he talked about Masonry. It made me 
feel this was a subject I wanted to know more about. Along these same lines... 
I feel we need to improve our image and let everyone know what Masonry 
stands for. In the first place, the first requirement in Masonry is that you 
believe in God and all of the basic teachings are taken from the Holy Bible. 
Secondly, we believe in friendship, morality, brotherly love, faith, hope and 
charity. 

What more can I say, but to say I intend to work and try to the very best of 
my ability to carry out these goals. I ask for God's help and wisdom to 
accomplish this task. 

In closing letus... “LIVE AMONG MEN AS IF GOD BEHELD YOU; 
SPEAK WITH GOD AS IF MEN WERE LISTENING.”

70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 
counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 

(3) Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping.

The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of 
other matters contained therein.
